Part 
ridse can also be shot between Novem- 
ber 15 and December o.

rrom September 1 to December 1 
The open season for rail, shore bird, 
plover, snipe, wyd duck, geese, swan, 
coot and mud hea is September 1 to 
December 1 an<? March 1 to April 20. 
Raccoons cau be shot after September 
1, and until Marcj. 1, while squirrels 
can DC shot between September 1 and 
October 15. The banting of duck and 
other water fowls on Sunday or Mon- 
day or between sunset and sunrise ia 
prohibited. 
A hunter must not kill 


more than eighteen partridges, quail, 
dove, woodcock, geese, rail, shore 
bird, plover, and snipe or more than 
twenty ducks. Ruffled grouse, pheas- 
ants, antivert pigeons and the eighty 
odd varieties ol song birds 
visiting 


this state dare not be shot at any time 
of the year. A non-re?iuent of the 
state must pay $15 for a license, whicn 
allows him to hunt in Ohio.
